LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS

TO WILDWOOD FARM. 

T was the writer’s great pleasure to 

have recently been the guest of Wood 
F. Axton at his Wildwood Farm, Skylight, 
Ky. During this visit I found Mr. Axton 
to be quite the most entertaining hos: I 
have ever met. Wildwood Farm is located 
in Jefferson County, on the banks of the 
Ohio river, and is about eighteen miles 
north of Louisville. Mr. Axton purchased 
this farm from Sol Reed eight years ago 
and on its 800 acres he has developed one 
of the best farms in this bountiful state. 

To “begin at the beginning,” the road 
from Louisville (River Road) leading past 
Wildwood is being ‘‘made” at present and 
when the work is completed it will be a 
broad concrete highway direct to Cincin- 
nati. Commuters between the two cities 
will be saved forty miles over the old route 
thrcugh Georgetown. When one turns off 
this road onto that approaching Mr. Ax- 
ton’s wonderful home, which is about 
three-quarters of a mile from the main 
road, one passes through a dense wood- 
land. The mansion is located on a bluff 
overlooking the Ohio and is 480 feet above 
the water’s low level. Its imposing archi- 
tecture faces the river and affords a view 
of several miles of this beautiful stream 
and the high, wooded hills opposite. It is 
a scene the beauty of which is beyond the 
power of mere words to describe. A 
grove of tall and stately oaks surround 
the house and I noticed that there was a 
gentle, cool breeze here all during my stay. 
A seat on Mr. Axton’s “front perch” is 
very refreshing, restful and nature in all 
its glory stretches before the eyes. 

Besides Thoroughbreds, Mr. Axton 
breeds pure-bred Guernsey cattle and a 
large number of pure-bred chickens. The 
horses were shown first. One hundred 
and fifty acres of this farm is devoted to 
the housing and paddocks for the horses. 
At present there are five large paddocks 
and one pasture. The work of fencing off 
the paddocks is not yet completed and 
there will probably be three or four more 
paddocks. The grazing compares favora- 
bly with that found anywhere in the state 
this summer. Mr. Axton has gone to con- 
siderable expense (he not accounting the 
expense) in growing a good crop of blue- 
grass. There are several large springs on 
this tract which have never been known 


to fail. There are under construction 
three large concrete cisterns, the one in- 
tended for the horses having a capacity of 
30,000 gallons and each is fed from a 
spring. 

There are now two stables, one was 
built last year and is modern in every de- 
tail. By outside measurements, this last 
is 134 feet long and 76 feet wide. It has 
14-foot shed, on all four sides, which is 
bearded up about five feet from the 
ground. In this stable are thirteen boxes, 
14 feet by 16 feet, and a feed room of the 
same size. There is a 12-foot aisle between 
the boxes, which are arranged ideally, be- 
ing wainscoated five feet up on the inside 
on all sides and with bars continuing up- 
ward about four feet. Each box has a 
sliding door on the inside and half-doors 
facing the outside. Over the boxes is a 
large hay loft with a door at either end. 
The other stable is one which was stand- 
ing when Mr. Axton bought the farm and 
will give place to another constructed on 
the same order of the one mentioned 
above. 

The stallions, In Memoriam and Ormont, 
were the first shown. Both are well-bred 
voung sires, and neither have had any the 
best of opportunities before coming to 
Wildwood. Ormont was a good race horse, 
but, of the two, In Memoriam was by far 
the better. He will be remembered by the 
present generation of racegoers as the 
winner of the Illinois Derby in record 
time; the conqueror of Zev in the Latonia 
Championship, and beaten only a “‘whisk- 
er” by the son of The Finn for the famous 
match at Churchill Downs. The finish of 
that race has been a topic of discussion 
among those who were present for the 
event ever since its running and there has 
been much dispute over the official plac- 
ing, a great number of the eye-witnesses 
stoutly maintaining that In Memoriam was 
the winner. 

Practically all of the get of Ormont are 
winners. Probably the best of his get is 
Montanaro, holder of the mile and one- 
eighth and mile and one-quarter record at 
Washington Park. In Memoriam is best 
known as a sire through the accomplish- 
ments this season of those two splendid 
juveniles, Pittsburgher and Miss Chilla. 
This son of *McGee—*Enchantress II, by 
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THE ORPHANS. 

S will be noted by the advertisement appear- 

ing on the back cover page of this issue of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE, Col. E. R. Bradley is carrying 
on for the orphans in Kentucky institutions. His 
announcement, made last week, that the third 
annual Orphans’ Day of racing at his beautiful 
Idle Hour Stock Farm, under auspices of the 
Idle Hour Fair Association, of which he is pres-

LATONIA. 

UCK WEAVER, in The Louisville Times, 

quotes Frank Letellier, now at Douglas Park, 
as having said “the oppressive heat at Latonia 
knocked several of his racers out and they need 
the rest.” We are hopeful that this has, or will, 
come under the eyes of members of the State 
Racing Commission, and that when the dates for 
1931 are considered they will put Latonia back 
on the schedule of June dates terminating July 
4. The horsemen we have heard express them- 
selves on the subject are in favor of June dates, 
particularly for the benefit of their horses. 
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WISE DECISION. 

OL. PHIL T. CHINN very wisely has decided 

that he will in future not undertake to divide 
his time and attention between his vast breeding 
and selling operations and the racing establish- 
ments he has been maintaining. The past week- 
end he made announcement that after 1930 his 
colors will not be seen in competition on the race 
courses so long as he continues to breed to sell 
horses. There will always be in his operations a 
certain number of yearlings not of “Saratoga 
type.’ These, he states, will be broken and de- 
veloped to stage of trial and sold as broken anc 
tried yearlings at Lexington in November, or, 
perhaps, they may be carried over until the fol- 
lowing spring and advanced to stage ready for 
racing and then sold at Belmont Park or Lex- 
ington. In making announcement of his decision, 
Colonel Chinn, who has come to be known as one 
of the keenest of the world’s judges of young 
horses, said: 


“I have come to this decision somewhat re- 
luctantly only because I am in full realization 
of the fact that I am dividing my forces by rac- 
ing horses when my business is producing them 
for the market. I have just sent a draft of horses 
in training to Belmont Park for sale on Satur- 
day, September 13, and before the winter is over 
I will have sold every horse in training which I 
own in whole or in part. 


“It will necessitate some three or four more 
sales to close out the several divisions of the 
racing stable. There may be another sale in 
New York, one in Maryland, but the largest num- 
ber will be sold here at Lexington in November 
under the auspices of E. J. Tranter. It may be 
that a sale will be necessary during the winter 
at Agua Caliente. It has been my practice to 
sell a number of horses there each racing season, 
and if I have not disposed of all of them before 
the winter ends I will very likely send a draft 
to the Baja California plant. However, I am 
hopeful that they can all be sold out publicly or 
privately before the first of the year. At any 
rate, the colors will not be shown in competition 
after January 1. 


“I would rather race horses than do anything 
else in the world, but I realize that this pleasure 
has been drawing too much on my business time 
and I am therefore compelled to forego it. I am 
hopeful, however, that the day may come when 
I will be well enough off to breed and race a 
few for myself without thought of the market 
except to occasionally buy a very likely one from 
some other establishment. I know of no more 


pleasant or greater pastime than racing horses, 
and from the manner in which new people are 
yearly coming into the sport I am quite certain 
that many souls im America are in tune with me 
in this respect.”

GALLANT FOX. 

E— have on previous occasions referred to the 

inability of the great news distributing 
agencies of America to correctly give informa- 
tion about race horses and horse racing, but it 
is, indeed, more surprising to find the old world 
Reuter agency similarly offending, as witness 
the following, published in some of the English 
newspapers it serves: 

One of the most sensational upsets of recent years 
in the history of the American Turf occurred yesterday, 
when Gallant Fox, who had never previously been de- 
feated, was beaten by Jim Dandy, a 100-1 chance.— 
Reuter. 

To have been correct the dispatch should have 
stated that this was Gallant Fox’s only defeat 
this year. Gallant Fox won only two of his seven 
starts last year. He was third to Desert Light 
and Peto, unplaced to Sarazen II, Mokatam, 
Promethus, Wrestler, Swinfield, Polygamus and 
Frumper; second to Caruso in the United States 
Hotel Stakes; second to Polygamus in a purse 
race, and third to Whichone and Hi-Jack in the 
Futurity. 

When The Daily Telegraph (London) got this 
Reuter dispatch, it commented: “These things 
have happened before, and prove nothing except 
that horses are not machines.”’ The Daily Herald 
(London) called it an “American Turf shock.” 
It was all of that. 

By this time, we hope, the Reuter agency has 
correctly advised the English Turf patrons that 
Gallant Fox, with footing to his fancy, and not 
the mud which was prevalent on the Travers 
day, has easily won the Saratoga Cup; has 
earned the Lawrence Realization after a hard 
fought battle to head the list of money-winners 
in America for all time, and that it also has cor- 
rected the wide-spread report in England that 
Gallant Fox is to race over there next year. 

This false report has been the subject of much 
comment in the English press, and no end of an- 
noyance to Captain Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, who 
trains Mr. Woodward's horses abroad, and who, 
most assuredly, would have been the first to have 
been advised, had Mr. Woodward really changed 
his plans for retiring Gallant Fox to stand at 
Arthur B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky., 
the season of 1931. 
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ODDS AND ENDS 
By OLD ROSEBUD. 

HE Parkview Stable, in charge of Trainer W. 
(Butch) Covington, arrived at Churchill 
Downs, Louisville, early last week. This string 
includes one 3-year-old, five 2-year-olds and two 
yearlings. Covington anticipates a bright future 
for the yearling bay colt by Dodge. He says this 
one is the replica of his famous grandsire and he 
should know, for he trained Jim Gaffney for 
many of his greatest triumphs. The colt is a red 
bay with black points and has a small star and 
both hind legs white to just a few inches above 
the fetlocks. His sire has the same markings and 
color and was a mighty good racer some years 
back, winning 39 races and $56,298, including 
American and Latonia Derbies. Descendants of 
this male line usually run well in any going, 

many showing a decided partiality to the mud. 

In company with their trainer, the writer saw 
all the Parkview racers and paused before the 
stall of a nice looking chestnut colt by Rockmin- 
ister to take in all his points. Covington re- 
marked that this was another resembling his sire 
no little and expressed it as his belief that Rock- 
minister was one of the very best racers this 
country has ever had, but, of course, ‘‘hasn’t set 
the woods afire’’ since being placed in the stud. 
Covington saw Rockminister with the Latonia 
Championship in record time. He was standing 
in the field, watch in hand, clocked the son of 
Friar Rock for the first mile of the journey and 
placed the timepiece back into his pocket, think- 
ing that it was wrong, so fast did the Audley 
Farm colt negotiate the first eight furlongs. Kay 
Spence, trainer of the flying chestnut, was also 
timing his charge from a position near by and, 
observing Covington’s incredulity, assured him 
that the timepiece was right. ‘“He’s just that 
kind of colt,’ said Spence. Verily, the latter 
trained a pair of great colts over a distance of 
ground in those days in Rockminister and The 
Clown. I have my doubts that Gallant Knight is 
any better racer than were they when it is a 
question of traversing a mile and one-half or be- 
yond. Which reminds me that the son of Bright 
Knight—Ethel Grey has gone amiss—osselets, 
they say. This is doubtless a sad blow, not only 
to his connections, but also to many turfites 
throughout the West, for they had cherished fond 
hopes of Gallant Knight beating Gallant Fox in 
his own territory. 

Covington is one of the school of horsemen who 
stoutly maintain that the dam’s influence on the 
foal is far greater than that of the sire. He 
abscribes much of the qualities of that famous 
pair of half-brothers, Petee-Wrack and Gallant 
Fox, and Single Foot and Canter to their dams. 
No question but that good prolific mares of young 
or middle age, correctly disposed, with good 
bloodlines and of the right stamp, which haven’t 
been over-raced, are the making of any success- 
ful sire. Take the *Rock Sand mares away from 
Fair Play, the *Star Shoot mares away from his 
son, Man o’ War, and what is left? Take Harry 
Payne Whitney’s wonderful collection of mares 
away from his establishment and what would 
have been the fate of Broomstick, Peter Pan, 
Whisk Broom II, Pennant and *Chicle? Great 
as these sires were and are, I doubt very much 
that they would have attained so full a measure 
of success had they not been given access to such 
mares. 

The reason that the successful sire looms to 
the uninitiated so greatly responsible for the 


quality of his progeny is that he is represented 
by about 30 racers each season to one of the 
mare’s. With this in mind we will suppose that 
the dead Whisk Broom II had not been bred to 
Pankhurst (dam of Upset), Inaugural (dam of 
Whiskaway, Flags, etc.), Wonder (dam of John 
P. Grier, Miss Whisk, dam of Dustemall), Vexa- 
tious (dam of Diavolo) and Prudery (dam of 
Whiskery, Victorian and of a real fast juvenile 
of this year, Halcyon). Out of the dozens of 
mares to which he was bred, he sired great 
racers to five. 

Pennant’s greatness hinges in the main upon 
has having been mated with two Broomstick 
mares, Frillery (dam of Bunting) and Swinging 
(dam of Equipoise). He got a pair of first- 
flighters from Mary Belle in Rolled Stockings 
and Mary Jane. He also sired a winner of the 
Coffroth Handicap in Crystal Pennant, but one 
cannot regard a winner of that race as a great 
horse merely because of his victory in it, there 
being few of that calibre parading for the rich 
event. Look at Pennant, then at the dams of the 
best two, Bunting and Equipoise, and you will 
find that they are true sons of their dams. 

The writer has had the opportunity of observ- 
ing a great many mares with their foals by their 
sides, and it is really remarkable the large num- 
ber of them that bear a strong resemblance to 
their dams. I would say that fully 80 per cent of 
foals exhibit more of the temperament and con- 
formation of their dams than of their sires. 

Pittsburgher, the best of the In Memoriam’s 
to have shown to date, is out of the best mare to 
which his sire has been bred, Wistaria, dam of 
a winner for three seasons, Purple Light, also 
of Essare, winner of the Wood Memorial, Capitol 
Stakes, etc. Each of Pittsburgher’s dams back 
to Nannie Butler, the fifth, produced several win- 
ners. High Time has been a good foal getter 
and has had many representatives, but his high 
standing is largely due to the achievements of 
Sarazen, High Strung and Sarazen II. *Sir Gal- 
lahad III is a remarkable sire, but he has been 
bred to the very cream of Arthur B. Hancock’s 
excellent band of mares, and that highly success- 
ful breeder will tell you that the greater portion 
of the Frenchman’s meteoric rise to fame accrues 
to the quality of his mates. 

Why is it that breeders are so solicitous of the 
better mares? Why is it that so many sires in 
the history of Thoroughbred horse breeding in 
America were practically worthless in one stud 
and gained renown almost with their first season 
at another? Why is it that one so often hears it 
remarked among horsemen that this or that sire 
would probably be one of the greatest in the 
country had he the opportunities of his more 
illustrious contemporaries ? 

A breeder ventured the opinion to the writer 
just recently that another who has purchased a 
number of fine young broodmares could “make” 
practically any sire he chose. In a discussion on 
the subject with a successful breeder, the writer 
learned that in his opinion a good mare would 
“throw winners to a jack.” He is a bit of an 
exaggerator, but it is a good illustration of his 
views. There is another breeder who is standing 
at his establishment in the near vicinity of 
Louisville a horse which was a good winner and 
is bred to be a good sire, but he has been breed- 
ing this horse to some old, scrubby mares ever 
since he placed him at the head of his stud, with

Collar, is one of the most promising young sires 
in this country. His get, like himself, can nego- 
tiate any distance and are equally at home in any 
sort of going, Pittsburgher being the only excep- 
tion the writer is aware of. He is a leggy sort 
and, until he has fully matured, he will have dif- 
ficulty in negotiating soft going. It appears that 
In Memoriam is going to sire horses of his own 
high class and quality. Of English strains, by 
the sire of Exterminator, Viva America, Fire- 
brand and Peace Pennant and out of a well-bred 
mare, there is no reason in blood why he should 
not attain the highest ranking with the opportu- 
nities he will enjoy at Wildwood. 


When In Memoriam was led out it marked the 
first time the writer had seen him since his 
memorable match. He has furnished out into as 
grand looking stallion as one would wish to see. 
A solid bay with black points, he is long-bodied, 
leggy, rangy and stands fully 16.2 at the withers. 
He has good bone and feet and a very handsome 
head and neck. I imagine he will weigh in the 
neighborhood of 1200 pounds. He is very sure 
with his mares. 


Ormont, a breedy looking brown horse, is by 
Rock View and out of Bandana III, by *Meddler 
and combines the blood of *Rock Sand and *Med- 
dler, two of the stoutest strains. Ballantrae, the 
second dam, is a daughter of Ayrshire, sire of 
*Peep o’ Day, sire of many good winners and pro- 
ducing mares, including the dam of Scapa Flow, a 
Futurity winner. Ormont isa different type alto- 
gether than In Memoriam. He is more compact- 
ly made; has a short neck, large quarters and 
wonderful bone and feet. He is 16.1 hands high 
at the withers and weighs 1250 pounds. He and 
In Memoriam are the same age, 10 years. Or- 
mont sires a hardy type of racer. He is very 
sure with his mares and gets about 70 per cent 
colts. His get all stand on the best of feet and 
legs. 

Next to be shown were the broodmares and 
their foals of this year. I firmly believe that 
Mr. Axton has one of the best collections of 
broodmares to be found on any farm in this 
country. Those with foals had been out all night 
and were in their boxes in the new stable and 
these were seen first. The mare having the best 
made foal was Nelchen, a chestnut, 8, by *Friz- 
zle—*Mariposan, by *Cyclades. This is a big, 
strong looking mare and she had a fine chestnut 
colt by Ormont at her side. Nelchen is the dam 
of two winners. She is carrying to Ormont. 

Then came Deidre, chestnut, 11, by Celt—Net- 
work, and therefore a sister to Embroidery. She 
has a handsome chestnut filly by Transmute and 
is in foal to Ormont. Witchery, a bay mare, 6, 
by Peter Pan—Flying Witch, by Broomstick, 
and her brown filly by *Monk’s Way, were the 
next. to be shown. Witchery was a winner; is 
half-sister to Whichone, and is the dam of the 
colt by *Chicle which sold for $16,000 at the re- 
cent Saratoga sales. Incidentally, this colt might 
have brought far more, but for the fact that he 
was sold after midnight. Also it was raining and 
there were only two left who were bidding, one 
of these had orders to stop at $15,000. Witchery 
isn’t as large as the first named pair, but is a 
typical Peter Pan mare in appearance and in the 
writer’s humble opinion, Peter Pan mares are as 
good as the next as broodmares. She is in foal 
to Mad Hatter. 

Another fine young mare with the wide, 


roomy appearance that A. B. Hancock likes so 
well in broodmares is Constellation, bay, by 
Broomstick—Starling, by Hamburg, out of Bon- 
nie Star, by *Star Shoot. She goes on back to 
Maggie B. B. on the bottom line. It would be 
hard to imagine a better bred mare. She has a 
bay filly by *Monk’s Way that is typical of the 
get of that good young stallion. Constellation is 
expected to foal to Infinite. She is the dam of 
three good winners. Twig, dam of Branch, was 
next seen. She is a bay, 6, by Pennant—Strick- 
ling, by Broomstick—Starling, and has a bay 
filly by *Pharamond, Hal Price Headley’s im- 
ported Phalaris sire. “Boots’’ Durnell considers 
this the best youngster in the band. Twig is half- 
sister to the fine filly, Lace. She is carrying to 
Ormont. 

Then came old Alfadir, bay, 17, by *Solitaire 
II—Bremerhafen, by *Sandringham. She has a 
bay filly by Chilhowee. A fine type of the brood- 
mare is Balata, brown, 7, by *Chicle—Paint 
Brush, by Broomstick, she out of Artful, by 
Hamburg. She is a “bred one.’’ I marked her 
bay colt, by *Monk’s Way, as a very good indi- 
vidual with splendid bone and good substance. 
Balata is carrying to Pennant. Etta Belle, bay 
mare, 6, by Midway—-Cain Chaser, has a brown 
colt by Cherokee which looks to have the mak- 
ings of a runner. She is in foal to Ormont. 
*Westhill, the next to be exhibited, is a 9-year- 
old bay mare by Valens—kKillhill and has an up- 
standing bay colt by Terry. *Westhill is a win- 
ner. She is in foal to Ormont. A nice mare is 
Finntine, bay, 4, by The Finn—Clandestine, by 
*McGee. She has a roan-brown filly by *Stefan 
the Great at side and is carrying to Ormont. 

Turned out in a padock beside the new stable 
was a yearling bay filly by Cherokee—*Westhill 
and “Orphan Annie,” a foal of this year by Or- 
mont—Nettles, and therefore an own sister to 
Montanaro. One would have to search a long 
time before finding a better-made filly than this 
latter. Her dam died shortly after foaling, thus 
the name. The attendants say “Orphan Annie” 
can do anything but talk and that she attempts 
to do that. 

We then walked through the large broodmare 
pasture to a paddock adjoining the old barn 
where those mares without foals are kept. Ten 
mares were in this paddock. They are, with few 
exceptions, young and unblemished and all are 
well-bred and are in foal. In this group were 
Madrigal, bay, 8, by *Maintenon-—*Meddlesome 
II, by *Meddler, carrying to Ballot; Bellevue, 
chestnut, 11, by Fair Play—Beldame, carrying 
to Whiskaway; Pyrex, chestnut, 6, by Whisk 
Broom II—Spun Glass (dam‘of Broomspun and 
Broomster), by *Rock Sand, carrying to Ormont; 
Lady Luxury, bay, by Toney Bonero—Lady Mc- 
Gee, out of The Lady, by Kingston, carrying to 
Ormont; Miss Kate, bay, 9, by *Sain—Amelita, 
by *Sempronius—Bashford Belle, by Falsetto, 
carrying to Ormont; Triplett, chestnut, 7, by 
Peter Quince—Santa Susanna, by *Top Gallant, 
carrying to Ormont; Mary R., bay, 3, by *All 
Gold—Maud McGee, carrying to Ormont; Sister 
Susie, bay, 17, by Galveston—Sweet Lavender, 
by *Goldfinch, carrying to Ormont; Rocking 
Chair (dam of Dolan), brown, 15, by *Ogden— 
Saratoga Belle, carrying to Ormont, and She 
Devil, chestnut, 14, *Peep o’ Day—Meddlesome 
She, by *Meddler, carrying to Ormont. 

If given my preference of the mares listed 
above, I would choose Bellevue and Pyrex. Both 
are grand mares and seem to be bred and pat- 
terned along the lines most desirable in brood- 
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mares. However, there are several others, nota- 
bly Rocking Chair, Lady Luxury and Mary R., 
which are worthy individuals. 


Having seen all of the Thoroughbreds on the 
farm, Mr. Axton suggested that we drive over to 
have a look at the cattle and the large dairy barn 
which is now nearly completed. When it is fin- 
ished it will rival that seen anywhere in the 
United States. This barn is 128 feet long, 38 
feet wide and has a loft that will contain 125 
tons of loose hay. It is very modern and at- 
tractive in architecture. It is sided outside and 
the walls inside are to be plastered. At the en- 
trance are two large feed rooms. There are 50 
stanchions and they are arranged in two rows of 
25 each with a walkway six feet wide between. 
The floors on which the cows will stand are of 
cork brick and the remainder is of concrete. 
There are six large ventilating pipes extending 
upward to the roof. Each cow will have her in- 
dividual drinking fountain, the water will be sup- 
plied through another large cistern located just 
outside the barn. 


At the end of the barn facing the river there 
is a silo, having a capacity of 256 tons of silage. 
A testing barn and a milk house are to be built 
near this enormous dairy barn. 


Mr. Axton has exercised the same good judg- 
ment and has spared no expense in purchasing 
the best cattle as he did in buying the Thorough- 
breds. He has a large registered herd of the 
best imported and American-bred Guernseys. 
Among their number is Betsy Hopeful. This cow 
has a record of over 900 pounds butter-fat in 
two tests, the only cow that has ever been known 
to exceed that weight. She is an imported cow 
and cost her owner a small fortune. A famous 
Guernsey bull, claiming Wildwood as his home, 
is Gayoso Actor, sixth in The National Calf Show 
and out of Margaret, of Gayoso Farms, fourteen 
times grand champion. 


The team of mules pulling the farm wagons 
about Wildwood has captured three ribbons at 
the Kentucky State Fair. Not only is Mr. Axton’s 
farm well-stocked, but he also has an orchard of 
113 acres in which are grown apples, peaches, 
cherries, pears and plums of reputed remarkable 
size and quality. There are eight tidy, modern 
cottages scattered throughout the farm in which 
the employees and their families live. These 
cottages have from four to six or eight big, light 
rooms and each has a wide porch and is well- 
situated. There is a large crew of carpenters, 
plasterers, electricians, etc., busily engaged in 
making Wildwood Farm one of the show places 
of Kentucky. 


For the benefit of those who may have curi- 
osity about Mr. Axton’s business, it is pertinent 
to say he is head of the Axton-Fisher Tobacco 
Company, of Louisville, and that his plant is the 
home of Spud Cigarettes.—Kditor.

the result that he is known only as a sire of a 
few shifty platers. 

Still another case in point, Last Reveille. Bred 
to ‘sire sprinters, he is sire of only one horse 
above the most ordinary sort, Reveille Boy. I 
saw him win the American Derby at Washington 
Park in the true Man o’ War style, and he was 
showing less fatigue at the end than any of 
those which followed in his wake. Ran second 


in The Governor’s Derby, setting the pace to the 
mile in 1:33 2-5, probably the fastest mile that 
has ever been run in any country. Do you think 
there is much of his Ultimus sire about him?

LEM McCARTHY, in his column in The 

Morning Telegraph (New York) “Things We 
Hear,” recently called his readers’ attention to 
the vast difference in the earning capacity of 
racers of other days and today. He points out 
that had the stakes been as valuable in Man 0’ 
War’s day as they are today that son of Fair 
Play would have rolled up a total of $560,000 in- 
stead of almost $250,000. Also that grand old 
Exterminator received but $7,000 and $6,000 for 
the winner’s share in beating Boniface on two 
occasions after running two miles and a quarter 
locked head and head. The mighty Hamburg 
never won a race with a value of $15,000. Ben 
Brush, Tammany, Tenny, Raceland, Yo Tambien, 
Clifford, Gold Heels, Waterboy, Kingston, Strom- 
boli, Purchase, Grey Lag, Cudgel were lucky if 
a victory ever netted them as much as $10,000; 
seldom indeed did one of these capture a race 
worth $20,000. Stromboli, Purchase, Grey Lag 
and Cudgel the writer knew and some, yes, many 
of the racers which performed since their time 
and won much more money never impressed me 
as being anywhere as good. Still, that’s just 
an opinion. Again, I agree with Clem where he 
says Zev was a “lucky” champion ... he was 
fortunate in that, outside of the better and mis- 
managed In Memoriam, he never met any really 
good horses.

CCORDING to the breeding “dope,” Nassak 

has a fine chance to succeed as a sire should 
he meet up with some good mares, and there is 
no place I know of where one can find quite so 
many mares of that calibre as in Fayette county. 
Nassak is now only five years of age and carries 
plenty of good old-fashioned American blood, he 
being a son of John P. Grier (Whisk Broom II— 
Wonder by Disguise) out of Ethel D., by Box 
—Domino Noire, by Kingston—-Dominoes, by 
Domino. He will be the first son of John P. 
Grier to go to the stud. His sire was a rather 
delicate looking animal with the exception of his 
large quarters and he passed this on to him. 
Sam Hildreth trained Nassak for H. F. Sinclair 
in the earlier years of his career and my recollec- 
tion is that he found him a hard horse to “prep.” 
He would lose weight very rapidly when in train- 
ing and needed a lot of rest between races. Nor 
was he any too sound. That’s the worst I know 
of him. Now for the best. When he was good 
he could gallop the best in training off their 
feet; could pack weight and was exceptionally 
game. As a juvenile, he made life miserable for 
the Dominant colt, Dice, which died unbeaten in 
nine starts as a 2-year-old. He dogged Dice’s 
heels so closely in the Keene Memorial at Bel- 
mont that I thought sure he would run the brown 
colt down, he was short a “whisker” on the post. 
That was in the spring of 1927 and James Fitz- 
simmons, who is in the limelight now as trainer 
of Gallant Fox, trained Dice, and can tell you 
that never did his charge come so close to taking 
a beating as he did that bright afternoon. 


After Woodbine Park, the H. C. Hatch horses 
go to Laurel in charge of Trainer Lloyd Gentry. 
During the winter the string goes to Havana and 
to Miami.

BELMONT PARK. 


ANY great and thrilling races have been run 

over the courses at Belmont Park and many 
large crowds have had days of wonderful sport 
at the beautiful plant of the Westchester Racing 
Association, but there has been no race and no 
day to be longer remembered by more people 
than will be the Lawrence Realization contest 
and last Saturday. It was a stirring battle be- 
tween William Woodward's Gallant Fox and 
James Butler’s Questionnaire—a grand display 
of gameness between a horse kept in tune and 
keyed to perfection for repeated racing from May 
to September, and a horse especially pointed for 
this event, having an advantage of three pounds 
in the weights. It was a long stretch fight, in 
which first one and then the other was in front, 
with the gamest of the pair getting the decision 
by a short head, which short head biought dollars 
sufficient to make Gallant Fox’s earnings greater 
than any other horse ever to have raced in 
America. 

Mate’s victory in the Champagne Stakes at 
the same track the same day seems to have 
served to put a quietus on the chances of Equi- 
poise for the Futurity and to have brought this 
son of Prince Pal and his sire into more popular 
favor. It shouldn't be surprising if Mate should 
win the Futurity, though many the most in the 
East fancy Epithet and thousands in the West 
are expecting Insco to turn that trick for Griffin 
Watkins, his millionaire shoemaker owner of the 
Wood River section in Illinois. 

The Brook Steeplechase Handicap was the other 
stakes event on Saturday’s card and it was 
handily won by Foxcatcher Farms’ Ruler, ridden 
by G. H. Bostwick. 

Belmont Park brilliantly opened its autumn 
meeting on Labor Day, in spite of cloudy weather, 
but the next day, Tuesday, the rain came after 
the third race, and it was a heavy downpour. 
Wednesday the weather was fair and the large 
crowd enjoyed the cool breezes, quite as much as 
the good racing. A company owning apparatus 
designed to control weather began installation at 
Belmont Park under agreement to receive from 
the association $1,000 for each fair day and to 
pay $2,000 for each rainy day. The weather on 
Thursday was ideal and Baba Kenny from Col. 
E. R. Bradley’s stable supported confidence of 
her backers by winning the Matron Stakes and 
qualifying for the Futurity. 

With continued cool weather, the attendance 
was large again Friday and, while there was no 
stakes event for decision, the racing was good, 
with Finite showing the way throughout and 
winning the handicap for all ages in fast time. 


ROONEY SURPRISES. 


The sixteenth running of the Broad Hollow 
Steeplechase Handicap, about 2. miles, at Bel- 
mont Park, September 1, called out six jumpers, 
only four of which finished, Brookmeade Stable’s 
Rooney coming home first, four lengths in front 
of Indigo, twelve lengths ahead of Milan, two 
lengths better than Beelzebub. Citron, a first 
time starter, lost his rider and Wayfair fell. 
Indigo and Milan, coupled as the J. E. Widener 
entry, were made choice at 6 to 5, but Rooney 
was able to draw away at the twelfth fence and 
won under an urgent ride by C. Smoot. The 


time was 3:44 3-5. Net value to winner was 
$4,375; $600 to second; $300 to third.

GALLANT FOX REACHES THE TOP. 


The length of Gallant Fox's head measured 
$29,610 when he won the twenty-eighth running 
of the Lawrence Realization Stakes for 3-year- 
olds, one mile and five furlongs, at Belmont Park, 
Saturday, September 6, and that sum put him at 
the top of the list of American money-winning 
horses for all time, his aggregate for 16 races, 
10 of which he won, being $317,865. Zev is second 
with $313,639; Blue Larkspur third, $272,070; 
Display fourth, $256,506; Victorian fifth, $253,100, 
and Exterminator, the only other horse to have 
won as much as $250,000, sixth with $252,596. 


There were four runners—Gallant Fox (126), 
Questionnaire (123), Yarn (116) and Spinach 
(119). They finished in the order named. 


R. Workman went to the front with James 
Butler’s Questionnaire, rated him steadily under 
restraint, saving ground on the turns, and when 
Sande made his move on Gallant Fox rounding 
the turn to the home stretch from second posi- 
tion, and going to the outside, Workman urged 
the Butler colt. Gallant Fox, however, headed 
him and led by a neck at the sixteenth post. 
Here, however, Gallant Fox seemed to dwell a 


bit, and Workman, quick to see it, again urged 
Questionnaire, and he responded when seemingly 
beaten. At the same time Sande roused Gallant 
Fox and in a terriffic drive the champion out- 
lasted his lighter-weighted adversary and won 
by a short head. Questionnaire was five lengths 
in front of Yarn, three lengths better than 
Spinach. The time of the race was :24 1-5, :48 3-5, 
1:13, 1:37 4-5, 2:02 4-5, 2:28 2-5, 2:41 4-5, track 
fast. There was $2,166.67 to second, $1,083.33 to 
third and $500 to fourth.

KENTUCKY 


LEXINGTON. 


HE Kentucky Association’s annual autumn 
meeting is to open Saturday of this week and 
continue seven days, closing on the following Sat- 
urday, September 20. The Breeders’ Futurity 
for 2-year-olds, to be decided the closing day, 
will be the only stakes event of the meeting. The 
racing very likely will be no better and no worse 
than Lexington has experienced in the autumn 
since the resumption of racing in the vicinity of 
Chicago. Naturally, the better horses go there, 
or go to the Eastern courses. Naturally, we say, 


because the opportunities for earning are greater. 
The officials here will be as usual, with the 


‘exception that Larry Bogenschutz, an under- 


study, is taking the place of Judge William H. 
Shelley in the racing secertary’s office. Judge 
Shelley is at Lincoln Fields. William Hamilton 
will do the starting, but without the use of the 
stalls. Just why the stalls have been abandoned, 
has not been announced. This, however, would 
seem to be in line with the recent suggestion of 
Bob Saxton in The Cincinnati Enquirer that the 
stalls are to be taboo at Latonia. Lexington, of 
course, like Louisville and Latonia, follows the 
policy of the American Turf Association, which 
— is popularly supposed to be set by Col. M. 
J. Winn. 


However that may be, starting from stalls is 
desired by many the most patrons and horsemen. 
The public long ago tired of having assistants to 
the starter hanging onto the heads of horses, 
and the horsemen are sick of having their charges 
come back from, the race damaged by kicks and 
cuts received at the post. In the long run, “the 
public be damned” policy does not pay. 


DADE PARK. 


Information from Dade Park, which closed last 
Saturday, is to the effect that the meeting was 
the best from a financial standpoint yet held at 
the Henderson-Evansville track. Glad to hear it, 
for James C. Ellis surely is entitled to encour- 
agement for having carried on so long under the 
burden of a license tax of $2,500 per day. No 
other man in that part of the state, or in any 
part of the state, for that matter, could or would 
have brought the plant along as he has done. 
The starting at Dade Park was the worst feature 
of the meeting. No stalls were used. 


ORPHANS’ DAY RACING. 


Manager Barry Shannon of the Idle Hour Fair 
Association advises that he is receiving enthusi- 
astic response from people in all sections relative 
‘to the annual day of racing for the benefit of 
orphans in Kentucky institutions.

He finished fourth in the Kentucky Derby won 
by Clyde Van Dusen; won the Withers, Belmont and American Classic Stakes and was second to Grey 
| Coat in the Dwyer Stakes. At four he started three tinies, his first out being second to Fair Ball in a 

purse race, and then winning the Stars and Strives Handicap and Arlington Cup. He bowed a tendon while 
at exercise at Arlington Park and this caused his retiretnent from racing. BLUE LARKSPUR’S dam, 
Blossom Time, won the Pimlico Futurity, Brilliance and Consolation Stakes, is also the dam of the stakes 
winner Bradley’s Peggy, and is half-sister to Broadway Jones, Miss Jemima, Befuddle, Beelzebub, and 
Banker Brown, winner for eight seasons. He comes from a stout and winning line of dams.
